Day Care 
Funds are 
Available 


Senator John Kuhl Jr. of Ham- 
mondsport has urged area non- 
profit organizations looking to 
develop or expand all day child 
care programs to take advantage 
of a new state program accepting 
funding applications until Oct. 9. 

“Accessible and dependable 
child care is becoming increas- 
ingly important,” said Kuhl. 
“Working parents are finding 
child care, in many cases, a tough 
obstacle to overcome.” 

The senator said that legisla- 
tion passed this year established a 
new grant program within the 
Department of Social Services. 
The program is offering $2.85 mil- 
lion in grants to not-for-profits 
willing to develop or expand 
fulltime day care services. Full 
time means the operating of a day 
care program that meets the 
needs of working parents’ by 
operating for nine to 12 hours a 
day, usually from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

The different types of grants 
available under the program in- 
clude: 

$40,000 for new or expanded 
fulltime day care center services 
to children under two years old. 

$30,000 for new or expanded 
fulltme day care center services to 
children two years old and older. 

$2,500 for new fulltime group 
family day care homes and family 
day care homes. 

Start-up expenses may include 
costs related to planning, renting, 


renovating, initial staff and 
operating costs, and purchasing 
equipment approved by the 


Department of Social Services.
